soared to n new record today. 


At least 523 persons died 
in 


traffic accidents, drownings, and 
miscellaneous mishaps. This broke 
the previous record of 510 for a 
three-day Memorial Day holiday in 


three- 


1952. 


The traffic toll was at least 355 


or 15 above the 
National Safety 


Council's pre-holiday estimate of 
340 and near the record 363 in 
1952. 
An additional 92 lost their 


lives in drownings, and 76 in mis- 
cellaneous accidents. 


Ned H. Dearborn, president of 


the Safety Council, . said he was 
'disappointed" that the traffic toll 
exceeded estimates but he added:
